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This paper is being filed in response to the Restriction/Election Requirement 
mailed on June 15, 2007. Concurrently with the electronic filing of this document, 
extension fees are paid. 

Pursuant to that Office Action and 37 C.F.R. §1.143, Applicant elects Species I 
drawn to FIG. 4. Applicant respectfully submits that claims 1-3 and 23-36 are readable 
on the selected species, the concurrently filed Preliminary Amendment cancels claims 
4-22 without prejudice. Applicant respectfully submits that these claims are generic to 
both species as defined by the Examiner on page 2 of the Restriction/Election 
Requirement, because none of the claims as written require performance of all of the 
steps illustrated in FIGS. 4 and 8. The use of "task" in claims 23-34 relates to the ability 
of an individual to perform a task (i.e., the individual's current cognitive level), not that 
the task being performed impacts the cognitive level as illustrated in FIGS. 4 and 8.
